Change of Name Might Do It 


T" must be more than a coincidence that 
separate groups of senior newspaper~ 
men from all across the country at 
meetings six months apart, have presented 
identical recommendations to the federal 
rovernment for a change in the name of 
Canada's Civil Defence Organization. At 
hoth these conferences at the Canadian 
Civil Defence College at Arnprior, Ontario, 
suggestions were invited as to how wider 
civilian support for the preparedness pro- 
gram could be enlisted. At both, the 
unanimous opinion was that the title Civil 
Defence should be dropped in favor of one 
that would not connect the work of the 
organization in the public mind with mili- 
tary direction and the operations of the 
Department of National Defence (civil 
defence in fact is directed not by NDHQ 
hit hy the department of health and wel- 
fare) 

The delegates to these two conferences 
were 120 men and women whose daily 
work brings them into closer touch with 
the public than-is possible for governinent 
officials. It was their View that, with few 
exceptions, Canadians cannot be persuaded
